Uncertainty 


in Kremlin 
threatens 
world peace

WASHINGTON — Defense 
Secretary Dick Cheney said 
Thursday that the inability of 
Kremlin leaders to control 
events within Soviet borders 
could pose a greater threat to 
world peace than “any conscious 
policy of seeking to expand their 
influence through military 
means.” 

Cheney noted to the House 
Armed Services Committee that 
problems remain with the strate- 
gic arms reduction treaty. The 
treaty is still under negotiation, 
and the conventional forces 
treaty signed last November has 
not yet been submitted for Sen- 
ate ratification. 

“Hopefully, we will be. able to 
conclude those arms control 
agreements, but it ain’t over 
yet,” Cheney said at session 
dealing with U.S.-Soviet rela- 
tions, the Persian Gulf War and 
the defense budget. 

Talks between U.S. and So- 
viet officials on cutting arsenals 
of strategic nuclear missiles, 
bombers and submarines resume 
this week in Geneva following an 
unsuccessful effort to conclude 
the pact in Washington. 

The prospective treaty was to 
be the centerpiece for a U.S.-So- 
viet summit in Moscow next 
week. 

The two superpowers post- 
poned the meeting, officially cit- 
ing needs to focus instead on the 
Persian Gulf War. 

But unstated reasons for the 
delay were the snags in the arms 
talks and U.S. displeasure re- 
garding the Soviet Union’s 
deadly crackdown in the Baltic 
republics. 

Cheney unveiled his fiscal 
1992 defense budget, calling for 
steep reductions in troop 
strength and the acquisitions of 
aircraft, ships and _ other 
weapons in response to a dimin- 
ishing Soviet threat to the West. 


The commander of British forces in Operation 
Desert Storm, Lt. Gen. Peter de la Billiere, told 
reporters he believes “the land war is in- 
evitable.”

Patriots halt latest lraqi Scud attack 


RIYADH, Saudi Arabia — Iraq fired a long-range Scud missile at the Saudi 
capital early Friday but the projectile was destroyed by Patriot defense 
missiles in a spectacular flash over the city. 

It was the first Scud attack since last Saturday, when one of the missiles was 
intercepted and pieces rained on a residential neighborhood, injuring 29 
people, according to the Saudi press agency. 

Minutes after air raid sirens wailed over Riyadh at 2 a.m., two Patriot 
batteries fired their supersonic missiles. 

They struck the Scud in a pair of flashes, followed by wreckage tracing a 
fiery trail to the ground. 

Witnesses reported that large chunks of the Scud’s casing crashed into a 
parking lot on the city’s outskirts. The site was a considerable distance from 
inhabited areas and there were no injuries, Saudi officials said. 

Alarms also sounded at Dhahran, 200 miles northeast of Riyadh, but no 
attack occurred, according to military sources. 

The United States has maintained a “Scud patrol” of cruising aircraft to 
strike Scud sites when a launch is detected. Several truck-mounted mobile 
launchers have been destroyed but U.S. officials refuse to estimate the num- 
ber of launchers the Iraqis may have left. 

It was the 29th missile fired at Saudi Arabia since the start of the Persian 
Gulf War Jan. 17, and the first since Saturday night. 


Nuclear weapons plants may be merged 


WASHINGTON — The Bush administration outlined tentative plans 
Thursday to consolidate the nation’s nuclear weapons plants, partly because of 
anticipated reductions in superpower stockpiles over the next 20 years. 

The Energy Department plan calls for the eventual shutdown of the contro- 
versial Rocky Flats plant in Colorado and possibly other facilities at Oak 
Ridge, Tenn., and Amarillo, Texas. 

However, work is likely to continue for years just to clean up sites like 
Rocky Flats, 16 miles from Denver, government officials acknowledged. 

Energy Secretary James Watkins said while a final plan is not expected until 
1993, the future weapons program will be “smaller, less diverse and less 
expensive to operate” as well as more protective of the environment. 

The consolidation is expected to take as much as 20 years to complete and 
cost from $6.7 billion to $15 billion, officials said. “We want to finish this as soon 
as we possibly can. If we can beat the timetable, we will do it,” said Rear 
Admiral Mike Barr, DOE deputy assistant secretary for military applications. 


SLC man quarantined for tuberculosis 


SALT LAKE CITY — A man afflicted with a contagious and potentially 
fatal form of tuberculosis has been ordered quarantined to keep him from 
spreading the disease throughout Salt Lake County. 

The order by 3rd District Judge Homer Wilkinson followed an unusual court 
hearing Wednesday. 

The man was not allowed in the courtroom, but had to testify via telephone. 

Saying there was too much risk to have the man present in court, Wilkinson 
directed him to participate through a cellular phone taken to his home by a 
county nurse. When the phone battery went dead at one point, the man was 
escorted by a masked nurse to a public phone booth to testify. 

The hearing was prompted by complaints from the Salt Lake City-County 
Health Department, which petitioned the court to use legal authority to force 
the man to follow health recommendations. 

Health officials testified that the man has been treated for the disease since 
1976 when he lived in Florida. 

“He has been diagnosed multiple places multiple times with tuberculosis,” 
said Dr. Barbara McCusker of the state health department. 


Wisconsin proposes welfare experiment 


MADISON, Wis. — The budget proposal Gov. Tommy G. Thompson un- 
veiled Thursday includes a welfare experiment to reward teen-age parents 
who marry and penalize dependent single mothers who have more children. 

Thompson told the Legislature the experiment, which needs federal ap- 
proval, would revamp a “welfare system that discourages young couples from 
getting married and raising their child in a family setting.” 

Critics immediately assailed the proposal, predicting it would force teens 
who have a child out of wedlock to marry for the wrong reasons and single 
mothers to seek abortions out of financial necessity. 

“It sounds like a state-sponsored shotgun wedding,” said Democratic As- 
sembly Whip Barbara Notestein. 

“It says if a teen gets pregnant she should get married to the father of the 
child,” she said?

Study focuses on the economic benefits of combining cities

What started out as an informal 
conversation now has many people 
considering the feasibility of Provo 
and Orem becoming one city. 

Joe Cannon, president of Geneva 
Steel, said about a year ago he, Doug 
Marriott and Steve Schallenberger 
discussed the idea one day at lunch. 

From there, the idea grew to the 
point that they began a feasibility 
study to determine what the effects 
would be if the two cities became one. 
However, no conclusions have been 
made yet. . 

“The idea would be to evaluate 
what benefits there would be,” he 
said. 

Schallenberger said the merger 
would promote economic benefits in 
the area of community development. 

If Provo and Orem merged, large 
businesses would be more likely to 
locate here, he said. This would also 
increase the possibility of a regional 
transportation system and a larger 
airport, Schallenberger said. 

Two cities sharing one infrastruc- 
ture would also be an advantage. 
Many of the jobs, such as fire chief or 
police chief, would be filled by one 
person instead of two, thus reducing 
costs, Schallenberger said. 

He also said Provo has a lot of room 


for commercial development, but lit- 
tle room for residential development. 

Orem, on the other hand, has a lot 
of area for residential development 
and no room for commercial develop- 
ment. 

These problems would be solved if 
the cities merged, he said. 

But Provo Mayor Joe Jenkins 
points out that there are still many 
questions left unanswered. 

Provo and Orem have different 
school districts, different forms of 
government and different utility com- 
panies among other things, he said. 

“On the face, it may seem to be 
quite an enchanting idea,” Jenkins 
said. However, bigger is not always 
better, he said. 

Jenkins said it is better to find ways 
for the cities to remain separate and 
still realize some of the business and 
economic gains that would come from 
combining them. 

Cannon agreed. “I have not 
reached the conclusion that Provo and 
Orem should be merged,” he said. 

There are many ways they could 
cooperate and receive a lot of bene- 
fits. The study should look into that 
also, Cannon said. 

Another problem would be the 
name for a combined city.“There’s a 
lot of emotion tied up in the name 
Orem or Provo,” Schallenberger said. 

For that reason many of the older 


U.S. land-battle plans 
reflect war doctrine |

WASHINGTON — When and if 
the land battle begins, it will be three- 
dimensional: close combat, deep oper- 
ations and rear-area security. 

The three-dimensional approach is 
central to the U.S. Army’s war-fight- 
ing doctrine, known as AirLand Bat- 
tle. Developed in the early 1980s and 
even now being fine-tuned, the doc- 
trine has never been tested in a major 
conflict. 

But this is how it might work in the 
Persian Gulf War, according to Pen- 
tagon planners: 

— An Army task force of infantry- 
men, combat engineers and tanks 
opens a pre-dawn assault on Iraq’s 
fortified defenses at the Saudi- 
Kuwaiti border. 

— An airborne division drops deep 
behind the Iraqi front line, supported 
by helicopter gunships and _ allied 
ground attack planes whose fire is 
guided by surveillance aircraft oper- 
ating miles back of the Saudi border. 

— Far to the rear of the U.S. at- 
tacking forces, a tank battalion pa- 
trols for signs thatdragi air assaults

These scenes may not precisely fit 
an actual U.S.-led ground offensive 
against Iraq. But they do describe the 
three elements that almost certainly 
are key features of the American plan 
for conducting a land battle. 

The Army carried out the Decem- 
ber 1989 invasion of Panama in accor- 
dance with AirLand Battle, but the 
opposition force was weak compared 
with the Iraqi military. 

The features of AirLand Battle 
that distinguish it from the war-fight- 
ing doctrines of other countries, in- 


a 


cluding Iraq, are its emphasis on en- 
gaging enemy forces deep behind the 
front line and combining conventional 
and electronic warfare. 

The doctrine also incorporates the 
use of nuclear weapons on the as- 
sumption that the most likely U.S. 
opponent would be the world’s other 
major nuclear power, the Soviet 
Union. 

President Bush has not publicly 
ruled out using nuclear weapons 
against Iraq, but the possibility is be- 
lieved to be extremely remote. 

An Armed Forces Staff College in- 
structional booklet says AirLand Bat- 
tle is designed to keep U.S. forces “in 
a state of combat readiness for any 
war, anywhere, anytime, in any man- 
ner.” 

In the Persian Gulf War, it is the 
U.S. military’s technological wonders 
that make AirLand Battle seem well- 
suited to the task of defeating Iraq. 
These advantages — such as laser- 
guided artillery and missile fire and 
revolutionary airborne radar systems 
— allow U.S. forces to deepen the 
battlefield. 

~The: new:Joint Stars airborne 
surveillance system’ isa good exam- 
ple. 
Two Joint Stars airplanes, 
equipped with advanced radars capa- 
ble of detecting troops and tank for- 
mations 200 miles away, are operat- 
ing in Saudi Arabia. 

They are the only two such planes 
in existence. 

In a ground offensive, the Joint 
Star planes would send their “pic- 
tures” of enemy rear-area forces and 
their positioning to ground monitor- 
ing stations, which would make the 
information instantly available to 
commanders.

Starting Fall Semester 1991, a 
women’s studies minor will be offered 
to students through the Sociology De- 
partment. _ 

The new minor combines courses 
from varying disciplines, such as En- 
glish, anthropology, history and psy- 
chology and examines women’s expe- 
rience for a different perspective in 
learning, said Marie Cornwall, direc- 
tor of the Women’s Research Insti- 
tute. 

Julie Tait, research assistant for 
the Women’s Research Institute, 
said, “The minor is another step to- 
ward expanding awareness in re- 
gards to women’s issues here at 
BYU? 

Cornwall recommends the minor 
for anyone who will be dealing with 
people in fields like sales or therapy. 
She said the minor will benefit men 
and women. 

“Why would anyone not want to 
understand 51 percent of humanity?” 
said Tomi-Ann Roberts, professor of 
psychology. 

She said men can gain a lot from the 
minor because as women’s roles 
change, so do men’s roles. 

“If you don’t study women you 
come away with a limited perspective 
on human experience,” Roberts said. 
Half of the population is forgotten. 

Cornwall said compared to other 
universities, BYU is late in getting 
this minor. 

Roberts believes there are two rea- 
sons why the women’s studies minor 
has been long in coming. 

The first reason is the lack of stu- 
dent activism.

She said changes in the school cur- 
riculum will come about because stu- 
dents demand them. 

“Students shouldn’t settle for any- 
thing less than the education that 
speaks to them,” Roberts said. 

Her second reason why the 
women’s studies minor has not been 
established earlier is because it’s 
women who are interested in study- 
ing women’s lives. 

Women are not represented in the 
faculty at BYU, she said. 

“When diversity is represented in 
the faculty, diversity will be repre- 
sented in the curriculum.” 

“It’s about time we progress with 
the rest of the world. 

“There are too many prejudices 
against women,” said Brent Taylor, a 
21-year-old sophomore from La 
Crosse, Wis., majoring in psychol- 
ogy.

‘Seagull’ is satisfying, critic says

Checkov’s “The Seagull” was charac- 
terized with strong acting and was 
satisfying overall. 

Set in 19th century Russia, the play 
conveys powerful ideas about love

ents and the 
tragedies of unrequited love. 

Aspiring actress Nina and her 
lover Konstantin are the primary fo- 
cus at the play’s beginning. Kon- 
stantin tries to win his mother’s ap- 
proval by writing a play, with Nina as 
the main part. However, his mother, 
Irena, laughs at. the play thinking it 
humorous. Konstantin becomes an- 
gry and sinks into a deeper depres- 
sion when Nina becomes infatuated 
with Boris, a famous writer who is 
involved with Irena. 

The play progresses until a seagull 
becomes a symbol of Nina and her 
life. Konstantin kills the seagull, say- 
ing he would also like to kill himself 
because he knows he is losing Nina’s 
love. Boris notices the dead seagull 
and gets an idea for a short story that 
foreshadows the end of the play. 

“A subject crossed my mind just 
now,” Boris said. “A subject for a 
short story. A young girl has lived 
her whole life on the shores of a lake. 
A girl like you. She loves the lake, 
like a seagull, and she’s as happy and 
free as a seagull, too. A man happens 
to come by, sees her, and, having 
nothing else to do, destroys her like 
that seagull there.” 

Nina eventually falls in love with 
Boris, leaving Konstantin to follow 
Boris and Irena to the city. 

Veronique Enos, who portrayed 
aspiring actress Nina, was fascinat- 
ing. While acting in Konstantin’s 
play, Enos’ flowing movements and 
intense concentration depicted 
Nina’s natural acting ability. Even 
when Irena and her friends laugh, 
Nina is able to stay in character.

Enos also moved easily from com- 
edy to tragedy, displaying an earnest- 
ness and freshness that expressed 
Nina’s hopes, dreams and faith in the 
goodness of life. Enos changes at the 
end, showing Nina as an anguished, 
broken-hearted woman who is so des- 
perate to be near Boris that she 
crouches in front of a closed door, 
moving her hands 
over the wood, to lis- 
ten to his voice in the 
other room. It was ef- 
fective, showing how 
Nina’s faith in life had 
changed, and it evok- 
ed pathos. 

Konstantin, played 
by Roger C. Benington, was satisfac- 
tory, showing an awkward young 
man who had been socially warped by 
his mother’s selfishness. But his 
range of facial expressions was lim- 
ited to sorrowful ones, even when his 
lines were positive. Part of Bening- 
ton’s success in portraying an inse- 
cure youth must be attributed to ill- 
fitting clothes that made him look 
gangly and ungraceful. 

Keleen Rae Johnson was Irena, an 
actress who is trying to deny her in- 
creasing age. Johnson used graceful, 
studied movements to show Irena’s 
need to be the center of attention. 
Her superficial smile and condescend- 
ing attitude toward her son and his 
dreams also reveal Johnson’s shallow 
character. 

However, at times when Johnson 
raised her voice to show emotional 
distress, her words became hard to 
understand, which undermined the 
character’s full impact. 

Another character who captivated 
the audience, was B.R. Slocum as the 
doctor, with his sly wit, his languid air 
and the formal poses he used to sit and 
stand. 

The main fault in the play was the 
fact that it needed a stronger villain. 
Boris, played by Samuel Wood, de- 
stroys Nina. And while Wood dis- 
played talent in portraying Boris as 
an aloof, absorbed writer, he also un- 
dermines his own characterization by 
softening Boris with a mediocre, ami- 
able personality. A slightly high voice 
and conscientious movements deleted 
the picture of a true villain. During 
the second scene, Boris said “I don’t

In 
some scenes, Konstantin hugged 
Nina stiffly and clumsily by kneeling 
and putting his arms around her 
waist. The only time physical contact 
was successful was when Konstantin

Two impressive points of the play 
were the sound effects and lighting. 
The sound is subtle, but brings the 
audience into a breezy garden or a 
story night.

“The Seagull” is a worthwhile pro- 
duction to see. Combined together, 
the script and the acting were power- 
ful, causing people to think about 
their own lives and own responsibili- 
ties.

Dow kept the Aztecs in the game by 
pouring in 18 points in the-first half 
but it was Steve Schreiner hitting a 
short jump shot along the left baseline 
just before the buzzer to increase 
BYU’s lead at the half to 40-28. 


BYU quickly built its lead up to 18 
points and never let SDSU closer 
than 13 in the second half. 

BYU’s biggest lead of the night 
came on the final basket of the game 
when Jeff Campbell dished a pass to 
Jared Miller for a slam dunk with 13 
seconds left for the final 75-55 margin. 

Aztec coach Jim Brandenburg was 
not happy with the way his team 
played after Bradley went out of the 
game with foul trouble. 

“We were geared up to go against 
Bradley,” he said. “We weren’t ready 
for the different style of play when he 
went out. Trost would move out from 
the low post, he’d catch the ball and 
turn and either shoot or drive on us. 

“Tf we could have taken over the 
game when Bradley went out I would 
have been very encouraged. But 
Trost came in and did the job.” 

Bradley said, “(Gary) is a hard- 
nosed worker and sometimes I won- 
der if the right guy is backing the 
other player up.”

Majority Leader Rob Bishop, who teaches at Box 
Elder High School, said the bill lacks “common 
sense. This is a simple matter of having corporal 
punishment when they need it,” Bishop said. “Not 


Utah schools will not ‘spare rod’ 


as a first response, but when all else fails. 

“If you want me to teach, I’ll do it,” he said. “But 
get the hell out of my way so I can.” 

The bill had passed the Senate with the blessings 
of the state Board of Education, the Parent- 
Teacher’s Association, the Governor’s Task Force 
on Child Abuse and several other advocacy groups. 
It prohibited the “intentional infliction of physical 
pain upon the body of a minor child as a disciplinary 
measure” in schools, pre-schools, day-care centers, 
nursery schools or by babysitters. 

However, it included an exception for the use of 
“reasonable and necessary physical restraint or 
force” to remove a disruptive student, in self-de- 
fense or to protect property.

The Provo Sanitation Department 
has proposed a rate increase in con- 
junction with the opening of a trans- 
fer station Feb. 4. 

The new fee would bring costs to 
$9.50 for the first trash container and 
$5 for each additional container. 

The cost per month is now $6 and 
$2, respectively. 

“These (new) costs include capital 
costs of the sanitation district, opera- 
tion costs and maintenance costs,” 
Provo Budget Officer Keith Haslem 
said. 

“We need to move to these costs 
fairly soon. 

“ The operation has already started 
and we will have to eat a month of 
fees.” 

Provo City Mayor Joseph A. 
Jenkins said he knew there would be 
an increase, but added, “We are doing 
it the way it needs to be done.” 

A $23 per ton tipping fee will be 


charged. A tipping fee is the “price 
paid at the transfer station for de- 
positing the garbage,” Haslem said. 

The transfer station is the only one 
in the state of Utah, according to 
Dave Gunn, director of public ser- 
vices. 

“It is state of the art,” he said. 
Provo, Springville, Mapleton, 
Spanish Fork and Salem all use the 
transfer station. 

The transfer station provides a pit 
where county garbage trucks can 
dump their refuse, instead of driving 
36 miles to the new landfill near Utah 
Lake, Haslem said. 

The garbage is then compacted ona 
large trailer and taken to the landfill. 

For private dumping at the trans- 
fer station, $3 will be charged if the 
load is covered and $6 if not. 

“This cost difference adds incentive 
to cover loads and reduce the amount 
of litter that flies off trucks,” Haslem 
said.

Legislators introduce bills 
to protect Utah's animals

Utah animals have their own repre- 
sentatives in the state legislature, 
and two new animal cruelty bills were 
presented this week. 

House Bill 189, designed to stiffen 
penalties for animal abusers, makes 
cruelty to an animal a class B misde- 
meanor. House Bill 190 makes it a 
class C misdemeanor to transport any 
animal in the back of a vehicle unless 
the animal is properly restrained. 

The bills were put together in large 
part by Utah’s Humane Society. 

Lt. Frank Crow of Salt Lake City’s 
Animal Control said past laws al- 
lowed cruelty. 

“Many. animal.abusers for reasons 


of economics or'cruelty; push animal“ 


lawstothe-very brink.As ordinances 
are enforced, people become willing 
to stop the abuse; they either give

their animal up to someone who will 
care for it or they clean up their act,” 
Crow said. 

Katherine Brant, director of devel- 
opment for Utah’s Humane Society, 
said the bills are designed for urban 
interstate and downtown streets. 

“Annually 100,000 dogs are killed 
on busy roads when they are thrown 
from pick-up trucks. On urban streets 
anything can happen; you could hit a 
bump, have a sudden stop or turn at a 
high speed. This bill will protect those 
animals,” she said. 

The only opponents to the bill are 
those who can’t believe someone 
would intentionally hurt an animal 
and those who misunderstand the bill, 
Brant said. “Contrary to one newspa- 
per report, the bills don’t. mean you 
can’t use spurs omashorse-nor does*it 
mean a farmer*will*be "prosecuted if 
his cow freezes. The bills is designed 
for urban dwellers.”

was a new carcinogen or more of an 
old one introduced into Utah County 
maybe 15 or 20 years earlier.” Geneva 
Steel started operating in the 1940s, 
he said. 

Archer said this trend has contin- 
ued through 1987 with death rates 
due to respiratory diseases increasing 


in Utah County and “leveling off’ in 
Salt Lake and Cache Counties. 

Geneva Steel produces 45 percent 
of fine particulate pollution (PM10), 
95 percent of sulfur oxides, 98 percent 
of nitrogen oxides, 86 percent of hy- 
drocarbons and 82 percent of carbon 
monoxide emissions in Utah County, 
according Archer’s study.

Workshop offers help to perfectionists

People are taught in our society to strive to be 
perfect, but some people take this to the extreme 
and think that they need to be perfect in every way, 
a graduate student in counseling and guidance said. 

On the surface, perfectionism may seem good, 
but there can be some negative consequences. 

Perfectionism can be self-defeating, said Laura 
Owen, 27, from Westerly, R.I., who is with the 
counseling and guidance program of the educa- 
tional psychology department. 

“T would define self-defeating perfectionism as 
trying so hard to be a perfect person that you are 
hindering yourself and keeping yourself from ac- 
complishing all that you can,” said Suzy Stein, a 
22-year-old graduate student from Portola Valley, 


Calif., who is also in the counseling and guidance 
program. 

A workshop on overcoming the problem of per- 
fectionism will be held Saturday from 10 a.m. to 12 


p.m. 

The workshop, which is the first of its kind at 
BYU, will run for nine consecutive weeks. It is 
sponsored by the Educational Psychology Center 
and is free to all full-time BYU students, Stein said. 

An example of a self-defeating behavior is when a 
student thinks if he does not get an ‘A’ in a class, 
then he is a bad person. 

He doesn’t think that he can get a ‘B’ and be a 
good person, Owen said. 

There are two types of perfectionists, according 
to Owen. 

One type will go the extra mile to perform per- 
fectly and then will feel like he is not doing enough. 


Consequently, he will disqualify everything good 
he has done. 

The second type of perfectionist will sit back and 
do nothing or procrastinate because he is afraid he 
is going to fail, Owen said. 

He is worried that he is not going to meet his 
expectations. 

Most people are not perfectionists in every part 
of their lives, Owen said. They just feel pressure to 
be perfect in one area of their life. 

There is an interest in the study of perfectionism 
here at BYU, said Scott Richards, an assistant 
professor in the educational psychology depart- 
ment, who is a member of the counseling psychol- 
ogy faculty.
